Tho following statement regarding the 
loss of the Hibernia has been made by 
three of the passengers — Mr. [Ionian 
Corcka, Mrs. Melvin, and Miss Kogcrson : 
t*J Wc commenced our voyage from New 
York on board the HiUntia on the 14th 
of .November, and. though the weather at 
first iras somewhat rough, wo had a pleas- 
ant voyagourjtrUiw galo4troso on.Mondayr, 
the^Brro^fhich resulted in tho » accident 
to tho machinery on the morning of Tucs- 
IdaivUiG 23rd. . About two o'clock in the 
THoTOTn^-^tnaV«ay ~wu wur« nwakaoarUv 
a noise like tho crash of maohinory, and on 
going to the cabin "wo learned that tho 
noise bad been caused by the screw knock- 
ing against the stern of the vessel, Tho 
captain mot us and assured us there was no 
danger, and that oil would bc put right, 
and, resting confidence in the captain, wc 
went to bed again, and hoped that in the 
morning wc should find all right. But 
next morning the captain was not ot break- 
fast, and his absence caused us to begin to 
think there was something wrong. Shortly 
afterward he camo and told m to take 
care of DUrsclreM, and to get ready to go 
into tho lifeboats, as it was quite possible 
we should require to leave the ship. ]Ic- 
tweeu eight and nine o'clock the boats 
were got ready, and water and provisions 
wcro put on board of thcin. The captain, 
however, kept choerful, and paid that he 
had still liopea that they might manage to 
save the ship. Meantime the crew worked 
the pumps, and at the nauio time all on 
board Lcpt ready to leave the ship, should 
they be ordered to do so. All the while 
u gale was blowing, but as the afternoon 
advanced it increased m fury, and it was 
evident that the danger to tho ship was 
become greater. At about lour o'clock 
on Wednesday morning it was deter- 
mined that the bouts should he launched, 
hut, owing to tho high Ben which was 
running at the time this work was accom- 
plished with some difficulty, as it was fear- 
ed that tho boats might he dushed to pieces 
against the side of the ship. Hut, fortuna- 
tely, we got them all safely with tho ex- 
ception of tho captain's boat No. 1, which 
wns Hlightly injured. At twenty minutes 
past five o'clock the captain camo to tho 
cabin and told tho ladies to coiuo on deck 
and go to the front part of the ship. The 
water at this tiinu was ankle deep in the 
saloon, and was rapidly rising. All tho 
cabin lady passengers went to tho front 
part of the vessel, and the cabin gentlemen 
passengers followed. There was no hurry- 
ing or crushing; all went orderly ami 
quietly, ity thu assistance of the captain 
and tho officers, one bv ono went over tho 
sido of the ship, until No. I lifeboat WAS 
filled, and all (ho lady passengers went off 

in (hat boat. When wo shoved off the 
cabin gentlemen passenger.*, in tltO l-aiiiu 
orderly way, the second boat, and successive 
boats were filled in lhe tame quid manner, 
each, when ready, shoving oil to give tho 
plaeu to the other boat. One. old woman, 
a steerage passenger, sturdily refused to 
leave tho ship, being determined not to 
put company with her hunbaud, hut she

The base passions for the lower kinds of 
sport," has recently found a fresh outlet 
in this city.

The fight took place yesterday after- 
noon, in the Fourth Ward. A large crowd 
of villainous roughs were present, aod only 
one reporter — he being obliged, as a pre- 
cautionary measure, to take his notes on 
his thumb nails. 

The black rat, although looking larger 
than the red one one, did uot weigh 60 
much, aod moreover its nature and its 
habits were evidently not so fierce as those 
of its opponent.

' do not degrade your sex by making your 
whole existence turn on the pivot of mat- 
rimony. 

If you can, cultivate to perfection some 
art by which you could gain an independ- 
ent livlihood. Do it whether there is a 
necessity for it or not. Do it quietly, if 
you will, but do it. There is no telling 
when or under what circumstances you 
may need it.
